Mavor 
said yesterday that he believed this exception 
to the law—allowing existing theaters the 
seventeen foot level—would be stricken out. 
He and other members of the council com- 
mittee are not willing to risk the whole ordi- 
nance simply to favor these three theaters. 
The Bush Temple has made a strong fight 
for existence and has impressed a majority 
of the aldermen with its claims. Letters 
have been sent to all and personal visits made 
by the managers to most of the influential 
council members. The fact that the buliding 
is fireproof has made the aldermen unwilling 
to put it out of business as a theater. 


May Compromise Fioor Limit. 

For this reason the compromise may be 
that a certain height above the sidewalk 
level may be permitted In fireproof buildings. 
An eight foot limit ts neeu.wu by the Bush 
temple. 

This, however, would cut out the Le Salle 
theater, and the management of that house 
claims to have a following in the city coun- 
cil. Conservative aldermen have been told 
that the La Salle and Jack's will be unable 
to meet the requirements of the rest of the 
ordinance and necessarily must close. Such 
an understanding is not the one on which the 
La Salle management is working. By gain- 
ing its point on the height of ground floors it 
hopes to be able to meet the other require- 
ments. 
' If it were not for the Bush temple it is de- 
clared probable that little or no contest would 
be made against the elimination of the prv- 
vision concerning seventeen feet. The tem- 
per of the aldermen yesterday indicated 
that the provisior would be stricken out, as 
contemplated in Ald. Young’s amendment. 


Struggle Expected Over Curtain. 

Another contest will be over the fireproo! 
curtain. The new law demands steel. The 
theater managers are almost unanimous in 
asserting that their progtenium walls wil) 
not stand the strain of such a heavy curtalt 
and that a steel curtain cannot be depended 
on to work. As a substitute they offer an 
asbestos curtain with wire mesh or two 
such curtains with an air cushion between, 
Altogether, a lively debate is expected when 
this section of the law comes up for passage. 


May Regulate Gallery Pitch, 

The third change in the ordinance is im- 
portant, but may be accepted without much 
opposition. It was the subject of a con- 
ference of several aldermen yesterday after- 
noon in Ald. Eidmann’s office In the Cham- 
ber of Commerce bullding. It relates to the 
pitch of gallery and balcony floors. An 
amendment will be framed by Ald. Eidmann 
and Raymer. and offered tomorrow night fo 
establieh a pitch Mmit. This they claim is 
not touched on by the ordinance as it stands. 

“The ordinance says that there shall be a 
rise of not more than five inches from bank 
to bank of seats,” said Ald. Eidmann, “ un- 
less there is a step. That is, it provides that 
an aisle shall not be on an incline if the 
grade be higher than five inches from back 
to back of seats. 

“But it does not say how high this step 
may be. We have found in some theaters 
that such steps in the gallery are over two 
feet high. There should be a limit estad- 
lished. 

“TI am one of those who favor eliminat- 
ing steps from a theater whenever it can be - 
done.” 

Oppose Steps in Theaters. 

It is on this same theory that the oppost- 
tion to allowing a seventeen foot limit to 
the ground floors will be based, The alder- 
men wish to eliminate steps not only from 
the three theaters In question, but also in 
other houses which comply with the law 
technically. It is pointed out that the law 


‘iteelf is guilty of inconsistency when it 
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_ authorizes theaters heaving their first banks 
of seats on the sidewalk level and their last 
, bank so high that stairs are needer to reach 
the first floor. 
Tm taking up the theater question again 
/ the aldermen have the assurance of business 
men that a settlement of the question is 
\ meeded before the normal commercial condi- 
of the city can be reached. The busi- 
men do not urge the aldermen to pass 
a law hastily which will.not afford all pos- 
sible security in theaters, but they say that 
the council should stick to its work until it 
-has settled the matter properly. 


Business View Is Explained. 


Harry G. Selfridge, manager of the Mar- 
shall Field & Co. retail store, said yesterday: 
“So far as I know the business interests 
are not protesting in any sense of the word. 
In our establishment we have been affected 
by the closing of the theaters, and every 
business has been touched to a greater or 
less extent. That, however, is not the ques- 
tion. We do not ask that action be taken 
because business enterprises are suffering. 

“Tt is advisable, however, to return the 
city to its norma! Business conditions, and 
this cannot be done so long as an important 
feature of city life, such as the amusements, 
are closed. All business men, therefore, urge 
as much speed as is consistent with safety. 
We believe that the council should keep at 
work and settle the matter.” 


Fire Test for Model Stages. 

Just what can be done to guard against 
fire on the stage and panic in the audience 
was shown at Lincoln J. Carter's Criterion 
theater yesterday. Twenty-five building de- 
partment officials, experts, aldermen, and 
theatrical men watched the tests in the Divi- 
sion street theater. Attorney Fulkerson de- 
clared himself well pleased with the results. 

For his first teat Mr. Carter had built two 
miniature stages, complete in every detail, 
even to eleven sets of scenery, and repro- 
ducing the Criterion stage on a small scale. 
These models were inclosed in wooden boxes 
representing the theater building walls. The 
only difference was that the scenery in one 
model was coated with nreproof and the 
other with ordinary paint. The insides of 
both boxes were covered with fireproof paint. 

When all the spectators had gathered on 
the stage the automatic flues over the minia- 
ture stages were opened. Then lighted hews- 

pers were thrust among the filmsy scenery. 
fn the model coated with fireproof paint the 
paper for ninety seconds without 
igniting either the canvas scenery or any part 
of the pine woodwork. In the other model 
thirty seconds after the paper had been ig- 
nited the combustible scenery had dropped 
to the bottom of the box, where it lay burn- 
ing, and the rigging loft was burning, though 

the inside of the box, the only part covered 
with the patent paint, did not take fire. 


Flue Over Stage Tested. 


- he flue which Mr. Carter has devised, and 
has put in operation at the top of his stage, 
consists of two doors masking an opening 
eleven feet square, with heavy weights to pull 
them open. The doors are closed and held in 
that position by quarter inch rope, which . 
@rosses the rigging loft several times on 
pulleys. In case of fire the burning of any 
of this rope would release the doors, 
which would fly open because of the weights. 

A novel device was shown that had been 
invented by Mr. Carter to assure the audience 
open exits. Mr. Carter stated that every 
house must lock its doors at night after per- 
formances to keep burglars out. But emer- 
gency exits, which are seldom used, he said, 
were apt to be forgotten by the employés and 
go not opened before each performance. 
Then the bolts would begin to rust, and care- 
léesness and laxity would result in the same 
eondition that existed in the Iroquois. 

To prevent this Mr. Carter has had a]! the 
locks and bolts removed from the doors of 
the theater, and every one is fastened by 
means of a cable, which stretches across the 
aisle om a level with a man’schest. In this 
way, in order to open his house to the public, 
he has to unlock every exit to clear the 
aisles, and there is no danger of forgetting to 
fo it. 


{ Fire Drill Wins Applause. 


The final test, and one which won the most 
applause from the spectators, was the fire 
drill. Every attaché of the house, including 
ushers, stage hands, and ejectricians, was 
gent as far away as possible from his in- 
@ividual post. Then the fire alarm was rung. 

The bell brought the men running to their 

ts, and in five seconds every exit had 

n opened by an usher, and the flue at the 
top of the stage opened. In five seconds 
more eight streams of water were playing 
on the stage, and in twenty seconds four- 
teen streams of water were drowning every 
part of the stage, six of them from chemical 
engines. 


PLEADS FOR ACTORS IN NEED. 


Grace Reals Asks That Theaters Be Re- 
 @penrd to Give the Sufferers 
| Employment. 


Chicago, Jan. 16.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~—Each day’s delay adds suffering to the 
weight of woe accumulated upon Chicago 
through the Iroquois disaster. The situation 
has become cesperate—the sufferings of the 
living have begun to dull the grief over the 
victims of the disaster. 

The actors, the stage employés, all theater 
attachés, are in a critical condition. It is 
imperative that if the council cannot hurry it 
must not lose time. 

The public and Ahe aldermen seem to know 
little or nothing Concerning the poverty that 
exists among actors and theater employés 
in consequence of the closing of the theaters. 
If hey did, I feel sure they would take up the 
question of reopening the theaters as far as 
possible, and give the tens of thousands now 
out of work employment and the means of 
earning a living for themgelves and those de- 
pendent upon them. 

The conditions aer distressing. Actors and 
@ctresses out © work are unable to secure 
accommodations at hotels. Usually the hotel 
men will “carry an actor along” until he 
gets work. Now the conditions make it 'm- 
possible for them to -get credit even ior a 
= few days. Notices to “ pay up o leave” are 
' being handed over the desks of Chicago ho- 
tele every morning. Every notice brings 
despair. The fate of the girls now stranded 

es depend upon the early reope 
of the theaters. 

The season is ofnine months’ duration. It 
has only begun. Theatrical people have had 
no opportunity to save money to maintain 
them for any length of time. A few days’ 
idleness means want; a few weeks means de- 
spair and in some cases ruin. 

In times of distress the theaters are first 
tobe called upon to give the proceeds of per- 
formances towards the relief of the suffer- 
ers, and the profession responds whole 
heartedly and at , Now that the theat- 
rical people are ‘the sufferers and are pre- 
vented from doing anything for their own 
assistance I think some consideration should 
be shown them. Their sympathy for the 
Troquois victims is as deep as that of any 
one. They have been beeaved;: why should 
they be made to suffer? Theirs was not the 
sin, if there was sin. 

The more fortunate ones of the profession 
are assisting those without means as far 
as they can, but the limit of their aid is soon 
reached. 

Some ask, *‘ Why don’t they seek employ- 
ment in other directions?” I know of those 
who have tried and failed. There are thou- 
winds out of employment and the places 
are few. 


Those questions, in my mind, brought 
thought that I might say some word that 
would help the public and the city council 
to understand the conditions and the dire 
mecessity for prompt action.

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City Hall Bureaus Involved. 
The third lead, and the one which the in- 
vestigators have been following with zeal 
for several dafs, took them to the city hall. 
Once within the seat of municipal govern- 
ment the clews ‘became confused, and have 
already led the investigators into five depart- 
ments, to the mayor's office, and to the coun- 
cil chamber.

Mayor Harrison was compelled by the cor- 
oner. to admit that he had no color of exguse 
in the ordinance for his action in shifting to 
the council the responsibility for action on 
Commissioner Williams’ report that every 
theater in Chicago was’ operating in viola- 
tion of the law.

James E. Cummings, stage carpenter at the 
theater, was the only witness heard at yes- 
terday’s session of the inquest.

Cummings gave the first direct testimony 
heard by the jury on the fact that.when the 
fire occurred the plumbing at the house had 
not been completed, and that no water had 
been turned into the fire plugs. 

He also said that, instead of being of iron as 
the prdinance requires, the pulleys in which 
the curtain ropes and cables run were’of 
wood with fi painting. He reiterated 
many instances of violations of the ordi- 
nances to which witnesses had already testi- 
fled. 

At the close of his testimony Cummings 
made a statement, which Attorney W. J. 
Hynes, representing Powers and Davis, had 
been trying to get from witnesses for a week. 
He said that a week or more before the 
theater opened men in firemen’s uniform en- 
tered the place and made a fire test of the 
asbestos curtain. Chief Musham of the fire 
department evidently knew nothing of the 
test, for he said nothing about it while a wit- 
ness before the inquest.

LOCK OP BIGHT CHURCHES GOOD FELLOWS'70 BLAME 
DEATH OF PASTOR | 


The coroner’s Ust of dead In the Iroquois 
fire was swelled to 572 persons yesterday 
afternoon by the death at the West Side hos- 
pital of the Rev. Charles L. Roberts, pastor 
of the Hamlin Avenue Methodist church. 

The Rev. Mr. Roberts was severely burned, 
but it was believed until two days ago that 
he would recover. He had inhaled the gas 
choked air, however, and the result was fatal. 
He attended the theater with the Rev. George 
S. Studley of the Asbury Methodist church, 
Willis W. Cooper, and Charles Cooper. The 
other three lost their lives. 

Dr. Roberts was born in Fredonia, Pa., in 
1873. He was graduated from the Boston 
Theological seminary in 1898. His first 
charge wasin Crawford. He was transferred 
to Douglas Park and then to the Hamlin 
Avenue church, where he had been fortwo 
years. He was recording secréetary of the 
Methodist Episcopal Social union and chap- 
lain of the Actors’ alliance. The funera’ 
will be held at 1 p. m., Tuesday, from the 
Hamlin Avenue church. The burial will be 
in Fredonia. 

Only two bodies of victims of the fire 
remain unidentified. A necktie given the 
boy by his mother Christmas yesterday 
was the means of recognizing the body of 
Howard N. Palmer, 10 years old, son of Will- 
iam Palmer, 1141 Judson avenue. The family 
dentist verified the identification, and the 
body was removed from the county morgue 
to thd residence in Evanston.

Says City Officials Are Not Bribe 

. Takers, but Are Too Obliging ané 
Anxious to Make Friendse—Miss 
Cronk, Urges the Punishment of 

Those Guilty. 


City officials were defended against the 
charge of being bribe taxers and their in- 
action was attributed to their desire to do 
favors and pose as “ good fellows” in an 
address by Miss Jane Addams at the memo- 
rial meeting of the Teachers’ federation at 
Fullerton hall yesterday morning. 

“People have a disposition not to give 


of being considered priggisn and not a‘ good 
fellow’ they pass things by, overlook evils 
and violations ofglaw which should not be 
overlooked. I do not believe that the city 
officials are bribed*-but that the} neglect to 
enforce the law because they want to doa 
favor, want to be considered ‘ good fellows.’ 

“ Perhaps this stern lesson of the Iroquois 
fire given by a stern teacher will be remem- 
bered. . Kindliness in a loose good nature is 
the cause of the present lawlessness. 

¥ Men should not allow personal influence 
or personal good nature to stand in the way 
of duty. While this city is still in its pregent 
mood and is showing the keen interest mani- 
fest everywhere in the enforcement of law, 
we should draw lessons from the terrible dis- 
aster to guide us in the future.” 


Four Hundred Attend Memorial. 
Over 400 teachers attended the meeting. 
Long before 10 o'clock they began to arrive, 
friends and coworkers of the thirty-nine 
teachers who perished in the fire and teach- 
ers of the 102 children whose lives were 
snuffed out in the Iroquois. Al] were touched 


the requiems were sung many of the teach- 
ers were unable to hide their grief. 

The first speaker was Miss Loufe L. Kil- 
bourn, presidént of the federation. Miss 
Kilbourn, after referring to the disaster 
which she declared broke the ranks of the 
teathers in every part of the city, said: 

“Tf a law is uesiges. repeal it; if impracti- 
cable, change it; but by all means enforce 
the law. We must, in future, do all in our4 
power to see that the laws are enforced. 
Giving oy! boys the duties that belong to 
men was in a great measure responsib 
the Iroquois fire."’

Czar an Uncertain Quantity. 
Following these developments came the 
czar’s pacific utterances of the Russian New 
Year.

believes in the personal good faith of the Rus- 
sian emperor. 
Few Hopeful Words Heard. 
Outside of diplomatic circles the crisis con- 
tinues to exercise a most demoralizing influ- 
ence in financial and commercial affairs. 
A later Berlin dispatch says the Russian 
embassy declares negotiations are still pro- 
ceeding, and that the latest news from the 
eastistranquillizingin character and a peace- 
ful solution is confidently expected. 


Baron Hayashi Not Hopeful. 

In peculiarly frank language Baron Haya- 
shi, after coneultation with the foreign 
office, summed up the gituation as follows: 

“TI only hope the czar will give us peace, 
but my hopes are notstrong. If we goto war 
it will be for issues whereon both America 
and England have insisted diplomatically. 
We have received no vledges from any coun- 
try that in the event of defeat it will step 
in and save us from being absorbed by 
Russia. We cannot count even fin extremi- 
ties on the armed support of any nation in 
the world. It would be a struggle to the 
death. Perhaps we afe not strong enough 
to fight Russia. There are two opinions 
about that.” 

Baron Heyashi intimated that he thought 
Japan was bound to be beaten in the end. 

“If we were beaten,” the minister re- 
sumed, ** Russia would take Corea and Man- 
churia by right of conquest, and possibly 
Japan. No power on earth could then dis- 
lodge her from central China and all the far 
east. I am sure it is better to go to war 
when you know you ere right, even if defeat 
is possible, than to see your indeperidence 
submerged under a continual aggression 
that is bound to absorb you’ eventually. 
Nothing can avert war between Russian and 


Japan in future years, even if peace is pro-. 


cured now, 60 long as Russia pursues her 
present far eastern policy. 


American Action Is Honest. 


“The American action in enforcing the | 


opening of the Manchurian ports was a splen- 
did example of honest diplomacy. It was a 
straightforward step, which contrasts favor- 
ably with Russian methods. No other na- 
tion except Great Britain, when the British 
admiralty bought the two Chilean warships, 
has taken any practical steps to live up to 
its diplomatic demands upon Russia anent 
the far east. 

“ We believe we are now fighting a diplo- 
matic battle in behalf of America and Great 
Britain, but, if only war can settle it, we 
know we shall receive assistance from nei- 
ther. We are prepared to fight our own bat- 
tles and take the consequences.” . 


Gloomy View in Paris. 

PARIS, Jan. 16.—Official sentiment con- 
cerning the Russo-Japanese s/*uation is less 
buoyant. It was explained that while the con- 
ditions are not hopeless they undoubtedly 


| are discouraging. Although no information 


is given as to the grounds for the present 
feeling, it probably is due to the receipt of 
fuller information regarding the nature of 
Japan's latest deimands. 

One of the foremost members of the diplo- 
matic corps, who has been in close communi- 
cation with the French government relative 
to the situation, said today that a strong 
feeling existed in the highest official quarters 
that Japan had gradually enlarged her de- 
mands until those of today went consider- 
ably beyond those first presented. 

Moreover it is the belief of the officials here 
that Japan's steady augmentation of her de- 
mands is due largely to her belief that Rus- 
sia is desirous of avoiding war. and that 
therefore, it is safe to push her demands to 
the furthest limits.

“A strike is perfectly legal,’ said Mr.

“ There are two phases of the duty that 
devolves upon.the employer. First, there is 
his duty of protecting the employé and, sec- 
ond, his duty of maintaining an ‘ open shop.’ 
The employé first is working for himself and 
for his family; secondly, he is fulfilling his 
duty towards the state. Those who inter- 
fere with him not only are interfering with 
private rights but with state affairs. When 
it is necessary for him to face violence and 
even death on his way home from work, it is 
not for. the employer to sit back and say: 
‘ Wait until the city officials do their duty.’

“STRIKE BREAKER” CURRY 
SAYS HE WHIPPED FITCH. 


Denies Being Worsted in Battle and In- 
sists the Scrimmage Had Nothing to 
Do with Any Labor Dispute. / 


Frank Curry, starter for the Chicago City 
railway, but more generally designated by 
the title ‘‘ Strike Breaker ’’ Curry, regrets 
that a report was circulated that he suc- 
cumbed to the fists and brawn of Conductor 
Austin L. Fitch—a union man who had been 
waiting for an opportunity to even up an 
old score. 

* There is not a mark on me.to show the 
encounter,”’ said Curry yesterday afternoon, 
but—grimly—“ Fitch will show for days the 
result of his attack on an inoffensive em- ‘ 
ployé of the company. I particularly regret 
the report that union. men assisted Fitch in 
his attack.on mé.. There were twenty of 
them in the neighborhood, but not one of 
them came to the assistance of Fitch and his 
companion, Miller, though they called for 


help. It Was not a union affair." 

The story as printed was that Curry was 
knocked down three. times by Fitch, who 
was cheered by a crowd of nonunion men at 
the Seventy-seventh street car barns. 

“I am not looking for trouble,” said Curry | 
yesterday, “and I tried to ‘avoid the row 
with Fitch, who has been waiting for an 
opportunity to clash with me since bong | 
before the strike. He had an idea that he 
could whip me, and challenged me to an en- 
counter during the strike. I was starting the 
cars, using my best judgment, last night, 
when Fitch, who resented my orders, called 
me names that no self-respecting man couid 
stand. . 

‘When he refused to go on my signal I 
was obliged to knock him through the vésti- 
bule of the car. He hada friend named Mor- 
ris, who kicked me. Passengers the car 
saw the merits of Br case and ran Morris 
out of the door. teh asked twenty union 
men that were standing in the neighborhood 
to help him, but not one of them stirred. 
I knocked him’ down. He begged for mercy 
and I let him up. Then, when my back was 
turned, he struck me in the head. 1 followed 
him out of the car and rolled him gently in 
the snow. I tried not to hurt him, but I am 
afraid in my excitement that I gave him two 
black eyes.”

Much difficulty is experienced by western 


| roads in agreeing upon rates for the world's 
fair at St. Louls next summer. The world’s 
fair managers and the St. Louls terminal 
lines want round trip fares which would give 
the roads less than cent a mile. The roads 
having no direct St. Louis lines are bitterly 
opposed to rates so low as to force regular 
business, which would go by other gateways, 
to St. Louls. They demand that rates be ar- 


ranged so to preserve the revenues of all 


lines and they are not willing to accede to a 


less figure than one and one-third fare for 


The proposition that a joint agency to at- 


tend to the validation of round trip tickets 


during the world’s fair be established at St. 
Louis practically has been defeated. The St. 
Louls Association of General Passenger and 
Ticket Agents has resolved that no fees be 
charged by joint agencies for the validation 
of’return portions of tickets during the ex- 


position. 
- Object to Fee Plan. 
The original plan was to establish a joint 
agency in St. Louis &nd that a fee of 25 cents 
charged for the validation of each ticket. 
is has been done for years at all points 
where large meetings or conventions have 
been held, the object being to prevent the 
manipulation of return portions of tickets 
by scalpers, No such precaution .is said to 
be necessary during the world’s fair at St. 
Louis, because tRe Missouri legislature has 
passed a law making ticket scalping in that 
utate a penal offense. 
The opposition to the establishment 6f a 


joint agency in St. Louis came from the. 


roads having no terminals there. The exac- 


tion of a 25-.cent fee for the validation of 


tickets Sy the joint agency, it is asserted, 
would have amounted to neafly $1,000,000 
and all of this money would.have gone to the 
St. Louis lines. Those lines not reaching 
that city claimed a share of the profits, and

unless this matter was properly adjusted. 
As the St. Louis lines have agreed to make 
nu charge for the validation of tickets. the

‘Wabash Pushing to Tidewater. 

Joseph Ranwey Jr., president of the Wa- 
bash, saye there is no truth In the reported 
settlement of the trouble between his road 


and the Pennsylvania.

interests have no intention of abandoning the 


sheme of éxtending their line to tidewater.

One of them has just been signed at a $10,000 -, 
salary by one man, who merely has call

WhWNe 
some of the leading jockeys are fairly well 
educated other boys equally successful are 
ignorant. It is generally conceded that one 
of the main essentials to success in the sad- 
dle is confidence, a stock in trade, by the way, 
that enters largely into triumph in any line 
of athletics or even of ‘business., Not only 
do boys not attract attention until they begin 
to win but they do not realize their own 
capabilities, it seems, until flushed with vic- 
tory. It is quite likely that boys of good 
ability are frequently kept in the back- 
ground because luck is not with them; and 
they do not happen to win rather than do not 
ride well enough to win.

The reorganization of the college 
which was found to be quite satisfacto 
last year, except in the one particular that 
no dates were left open for postponed games, 
proved to be impossible. Although the repre- 
sentatives of the five colleges—Michigan, 
Chicago, Wieconsin, and Northwest- 
ern—which made up the league last year 
were in favor of continuing it, it was fo 
to be impossible to argange a schedule te 
get in.all the games desired. 

The Michigan team is bound by university, 
regulations, so that it cannot be away on @ 
trip mere than five days. On account of 
Michigan's eastern trip to play Cornell om. 
May 30, it was found to be impossible to get 
in all the western games and still stay within 
the time limit. A sort of league was finally 
arranged, each team of the five to play two 
with each of the others. This arrangement, 
however, did not suit all the managers, and 
each one added such other games as he saw. 
fit, until a comparison of the teams by per- 
centages will be out of the question. 


Date for Conference Meet. 
Manager Baird announced that the cdon- 
ference meet, concerning the date of which 
there has been some discussion, would be held 
on Saturday, June4. Mr. Baird said: ‘The 
constitution of the * big nine’ sets the date 
as the first Saturday in June. During the last

Hermann’'s opinion is merely an opinion, 
and was not given as a ruling, as has been 
erroneously stated, in order to create the 
impression the matter was settled and the 
American league routed. In fact, Her- 
mann declined positively to accept the re- 
sponsibility of making a ruling in so impor- 
tant a matter, and pet it up to the national 
commission as a whole. If in due time his 
opinion is substantiated it will establish a 
dangerous precedent. If “New York” 
means ‘‘Manhattan” in the American 
league circuit it must also mean the same 
in the National’s circuit. In other words, 
the club owners are practically restricted 
to the grounds which they n occupy and 
cannot seek a new location without per- 
mission from a majority of the members of 
both leagues, the same as if an actual 
change in circuit was intended. In Manhat- 
tan there are practically no locations avatl- 
able except the present plants of the Amer- 
ican and National leagues. If Freedman 
could bribe enough members of the W4ash- 
ington Heights board to cut streets through 
Farrell’s plant the American league would, 
by Hermann’s interpretation of the agtee- 
ment, be forced to abandon New York alto- 
gether. If, on the other hand, the Tam- 
many owners of the Highlanders should take 
it into their heads to force streets through 
the Polo grounds and Manhattan field Freed- 
man’s club would, by the same contention, 
be forced to abandon New York.

The high school] board of control yesterday 
made a new division of the eastern section 
of the High School Basketball league and 
thereby straightened out the tangle which 
was caused by the board's failure to act early 
in the week. The objection to the old sched- 
ule was made by Lake because that school 
was placed in a league with the northern 
teams. 

It was first suggested that Hyde Park be 
placed in the northern section instead of 
Lake, but objection was made and it was 
decided to have the northern section com- 
posed of three teams and the southern of 
five. The northern teams are North Division, 
Evanston, and Lake View, while Hyde Park, 
Lake, South Chicago, Calumet, and Engle- 
wood will be the contestants in the south 
league. By this arrangement the board 
managed to satisfy Lake and at the same 
time put the teams in nearby neighborhoods 
in the samesections. This will do away with 
the trouble of former years caused by the 
necessity of traveling long distances to play 
games. 

New Schedule to Be Drafted. 


A new schedule of the southern section will 
be given out tomorrow. The northern sched- 
ule wifl remain the sameas made out, except 
that the games with Lake have been can- 
celed. It was also found necessary to revise 
the girls’ basketball! dates, which were yes- 
terday presented to the board by President 
Chrystal Conard of the girls’ league. This 
schedule will also be announced tomorrow. 

When the discussion of the girls’ league 


came up an effort was made to force the 


girls to play by the noninterference rules, 
which are said to be favored by Supt. Cooley. 
But the plan failed, as the members from the 
schools which have teams in the league pro- 
tested, and stated that their teams would 
probably refuse to play according to the 
milder rules. A motion to lay the matter on 
the table was carried, and the girls will be 
permitted to play by their favorite rules, for 
this season at least. 


Track Teams in a League. 


The report of the committee to arrange for 
a track league was adopted. According to 
the plan adopted the eleven schools which 
have signified their intention of competing for 
the championship will be divided into three 
sections. The teams of each section will com- 
pete for the right to represent one section in 
the finals. A fourth meet will be held In 
which the second place winners of the sec- 
tional meets will strive for supremacy, and 
the winner will qualify for the grand finals. 
The meets will be held during February at 
the University of Chicago gymnasium. No 
school wil] be allowed to have more than 
three men compete in a single event. 

By this arrangement the board expects to 
allow the schools to decide the indoor track 
supremacy in a more satisfactory manner 
than in former seasons. It was also sug- 
gested that after the local championship is 
settled a challenge be sent to New York or 
Boston schools to meet for the interscholastic 
championship of the country. 


Eleven Schools Will Enter. 


The eleven teams which will enter the 
track league are North Division, Hyde Park, 
Englewood, South Division, Evanston, Oak 
Park, West Division, English High, Lake 
View, Medill, and John Marshall. For each 
of the section meets ribbons will be given 
the winners of the events, and in the final 
contest for the championships medals will be 
awarded to first, second, and third place 
winners. 

The proposal of the First Regiment Ath- 
letic club to give a high indoor open track 
meet during the last of February under 
board of control rules was accepted by the 
board, and that body offered its support to 
the soldier organization. If it Is possible for 
the regiment people to postpone their meet 
until the middle of March it Is not unlikely 
that it will be given the right to hold the final

New Rule Is Presented. 

President Boynton of the board. who Is also 
a member of the committee of the Princi- 
pals and Teachers’ association, which has 
been revising the rules that govern athletics 
in the high schools, presented to the board 
one of the new regulations which is likely 
to have an important bearing on future 
teams. According to the rule no pupil wh? 
enters school after the last week in January 
shall be éligible for competition until the 
following September. No pupil who enters 
at the opening of' the schools in September 


j Shall be eligible for competition until the 


following February. 

This bars all new pupils until they have 
been in school for five months, and if the sug- 
gestion of the committee is adopted will 
mean that no freshman will hereafter be al- 
lowed to play on the football teams. This is 
likely to hurt nearly every school in the city. 
as from one to four freshmen are usually on 
every eleven.

™ Laurier Warns Dominion as 
to Possible Complications — 
in the Far East. 


COLONIAL DEFENSE PLAN. 


Will Apply United States Meth- 
| ods of Regulating Rail- 
if way Rates. 


4 Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 14.—[Special Correspond- 
iu ence of The Tribune. ]—Canada is thorough- 
| ly awake to the chances of warlike compli- 
g cations at no distant period, involving Great 
4 Britain and possibly the dominion as well. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier has on many occasions 
warhed the country of the dangers liable to 
arise out of the situation in the far east. In 
 & speeches on the floor of parliament and in 
os addresses to deputations and elsewhere, he 
.recognized Japan as an ally of Great 
; Britain, and Canada’s obligations as a por- 
tion of the British empire. 
» Throughout recent developments between 
Russia and Japan the part Canada may be 
called upon to play, whether she desires it or 
not, must necessarily have received careful 
consideration at the hands of the ministers. 
The conferences of colonial premiers in Lon- 
don would scarcely have separated without 
an exchange of views on measures for co- 
jonial defense in case of sudden emergency 
arising. And it is self-evident these contin- 
gencies could not but have received more or 
leas attention, when Sir Frederick Borden 
framed his bill for the increase of the defen- 
sive forces of Canada to 100,000 men and his 
colleagues approved it, and he paid his flying 
wisit to London to consult with the British 
military authorities about it. 


Military Contracts Let. 


In this connection it is interesting to note 
the military contracts just let by the gov- 
ernment. Two provide for the manufacture 
of reserve supplies of Oniforms and clothing 
for the defensive forces sufficient to meet

> service. Under contract 1,000rifies are being 

. turned out monthly at Quebec; the output to 
be increased as required. Contractors for 
supplies at the time of the Boer war can be 
drawn on for anything wanted at short no- 
tice. 

Great Britain may soon find it imperatjve 
to further strengthen her military position in 
the far east, and Canada should be in a po- 
sition without difficulty to replace the British 
garrisons on the Pacific and Atlantic coasts, 
enabling the British troops now stationed 
there to be sent whenever desired to the 
front. It is probably safe to assume thatthe

matter of thrift;-and the endeavor to 
void prodigality in the matter of expendi- 
cas while maintaining that degree of state 
gnd splendor which are indispensable to the 
monarchical system has served to develop 
reign of economy in the palaces of ‘sov- 
> eigns that would be scorned in many of the 
establishments of multi-millionaires. The 
utmost care is exercised to avoid waste and 
to secure an adequate return for every penny 
nded, and inasmuch as society on yonder 
of the Atlantic takes its cue from roy- 
alty the course of the latter in the matter 
constitutes a fortunate and healthy antidote 
to the growing tendency which there is on 
the part of the rich to indulge in senseless 
extravagance and, among those less afflu- 
ent’ to live beyond their means. 
What with the series of dynastic upsets 
inaugurated by the great French revolution 
at the end of the eighteenth century, and the 
increasing reluctance of the taxpayers to 
vide for the financial necessities of their 
reigning families, the “anointed of the 
tora” have been brought to realize the 
value of money and the necessity of making 
some provision against: rainy days. The 
nardships, the privations, and the humilia- 
tions undergone by the kings in exile dur- 
ing the last hundred years \have taught them 
a cruel lesson. 
Lessons in the Past. 


Touls XVIII. and Charles X. of France 
‘were compelled to subsist on the grudging 
charity of the reigning houses of England 
and Russia during the reign of the first Na- 
‘poleon, and recently published memoirs go 
to show the extremities to which they and 
those who had sacrificed all to serve them 
in their exile were forced. King Louis 
Philippe of France earned a penurious live- 
hood in this country by teaching; the 
son and heir of the brilliant king of Naples 
drove @ milk wagon in New Jersey, and 
Napoleon III. prior to becoming emperor 
lived on his wits in London, resorting to 
sometimes strange expedients to raise the 
financial wind, and to ingenious devices to 

escape imprisonment for debt. The late ex-

True, when the English reigning family 
surrendered to the.state all. the. immense 
crown property, it was on the express un- 
cerstanding that the government should 
make not merely adequate but Mberal pro- 
vision for the sovereign and for all the mem- 
bers of the royal family. The property thus 
surrendered is today go valuable that it 
yields a revenue several times larger than 
the entire civil list. “Yet every application 
by the crown to parliament for an allowance 
for one or another member of the reigning 
family has invariably led to acrimonious 
Gebates in the house of commons and to dis- 
cussions in the press of a nature to impair 
the prestige of the monarchy in the eyes of 
the people, who cannot apparently be brought 
to recall the fact that they made a mag- 
nificent bargain and that the annuities de- 
manded for the princes and princesses of the 
blood are not so much charity on the part of 
the taxpayers but merely the payments 
iggally due by the terms of a contract most 
advantageous to the nation. 

Annuities to Princes. 

In Prussia, in Russia, and in Austria, where 
the monarchy has wisely retained possession 
of the crown property, the sovereign allows 
a certain annuity to the members of his 
family, which is proportionate to the near- 
ness or remoteness of their relationship. 
Thus there are some of the archdukés of the 
house of Austria who have to.content them- 
selves with annuities of $10,000 from the 
crown property, and this is all that Archduke 
Leopold Salvator received up to the time 
when he was deprived of his titles and@ Aus- 
trian citizenship last summer to become a 
Swiss burger under the name of Leopold 
Wolfling. Some of the archdukes, of course, 
have large independent fortunes of their 
Own aside from their allowance from the 
crown property. 

In Russia the allowances from the crown 
property to those members of the house of 
Romanoff who are more remotely related ta 
the czar range as low as $20,000 a year. But 
in the fourth generation of descent from the 
throne the princes lose not merely the title 
of grandduke and the predicate of impé¢rial 
highness but likewise all right to any share 
in the crown property, and in Russia, as well 
as in Austria and in Germany, it is in the 
power of the sovereign, in the event of one of 
the members of his family giving way to 
extravagance, to deprive him of the right 
of spending any ‘of his annuity, which in 
that case is intrusted to the administration 
of trustees for his benefit.

Creditors will no longer be able to seize and 
sell the homestead belonging to their debtors, 
nor will prodigal children find a means of 
raising capital by selling the home. 

Nothing as radical in the way of a change 
has been proposed in France since the revo- 
lution, and it practically restores feudal 
rights to large landowners, despite the ad- 
Vantages it accords to small homestead pro- 
prietors. 

The inviolability of the ancestral domains 
has| always been a principle with the aris- 
tocracy of all nations sgve in France, where 
revolution after revolution reduced many 
owners of fiefs to poverty and forced them to 
sell their homes. The bourgeoisie, rich and 
prosperous, is now as desirous of securing for 
its descendants homes and lands as the no- 
blesse used to be, and the new law will be, in 
& way, the apogee of the enriched bour- 
geoisie’s ambition. .

The proper thing to do is to take up the 
old ordinances, adopt the few necessary 
amendments that can be suggeste@®by com- 
petent authority in or out of the council, 
and then appoint a special committee to 
dfaft ordinances that will embody the 
knowledge of experts. While this is being 
done the theaters which are reasonably safe 
should be permitted to open under stringent 
regulations as to fire apparatus and firemen 
which will put them in condition to protect 
the public even though they may not satisfy 
every requirement of the ordinances. 

There is no doubt that the public safety 
ean be insured if proper appliances are in- 
stalled in the safer theaters and a sufficient 
number of skilled men are employed to use 
them. Indeed, there is no theater that 
could ‘not be made safe with apparatds and 
men enough even though many provisions 
of the ordinances might temporarily be 
suspended or disregarded. The objection 
to a permanent arrangement of this kind 
would be that the expense of it would be 
so great that the managers in time would 
evade or cripple its requirements. 

Until the lesson of the Iroquois fire is ex- 
hausted it is safe to assume that no reason- 
able precautions will be omitted by man- 
agers to guard their theaters from fire and 
their audiences from destruction. It is per- 
fectly safe to permit the theaters to open 
under stringent regulations aud to complete 
the new fire ordinances after they have 
opened. 


FARM HANDS FROM CHICAGO.

OCCUPATIONS OF LONDON WCMEN, 
The occupations census of the county of 
London has just been issued and is interest- 


ing for its statistics of the activities of that 
large population of four and a half-millions, 
of whom over one-half, or 2,394,000, are 


women. Of this total number of women 


719,000 are included in various classes of 
occupations, 


It speaks well for English 
women that of the 719,000 only about 12,000 


are set down in the unoccupied class, and it 


is: probable that! the most of these are vccu- 


pied more or less in domestic activities. 


‘Out of the total of 719,000 domestic serv- 


ice claims nearly one-half and dress one- 
fifth. 
in, one group—domestic service, dress, pro- 


Over four-fifths, indeed, are included 


fessional occupations, food, tobacco, drink, 


and lodging numbering 586,841, or 81.8 per 
cent of the total. The remainder, 133,281, 
are engaged in various manufacturing in- 


dustries and government occupations. A 


curious feature of domestic service in Lon- 
don is the fact that there is a constantly in- 
creasing change from women to men, al- 
though it is compensated for to some extent 
by a large increase of charwomen. 


It is an- 
other curious feature of the census that 
while there are twenty classes of occupa- 
tions open to women, 92 per cent of the 
workers are engaged in only seven—the 
seven classes including domestic service, 
dress, ‘professional occupations, food, tobac- 
co, drink, lodging, paper prints, books and 
stationery, textile fabrics, and commercial 
office work. In the dress class there has 
been a great increase of women in ten years, 


and this is the only class in which the women 


preponderate over the men. 

There are some classes, however, in which 
the women are steadily gaining upon the 
men. The London Speaker makes an inter- 
esting comparative analysis of the census 
figures which shows that the women are 


gaining upon the men in hotel service, in 


printing offices, bookbinding, textiles, and 


decorative trades. Of course men increase, 


in all industries where heavy work is in- 
volyed, but curiously enough their greatest 
percentage of increase has been as cooks 
and in laundry work. 

| Apparently there are not so many occupa- 
tions open to women in London as in our 
large cities, and proportionately not so 
mhany women at work, but even abroad the 
figures show how rapidly women are en- 
croaching upon many departments of la®or 
at one time manopolized by men.

ENFORCING SANITARY LAWS. 

Suit was brought against a woman, the 
owner of a house in New York City, under 
the latest tenement house law. It was al- 
-leged. that she had not got rid of certain 
sanitary fittings required by a previous law, 
but which are not permissible under the new 
one. The owner contended that her prem- 
ises had been built in accordance with law, 
bad been kept in good condition, and did not * 
endanger the public health. She asserted 
also that compliance with the law would be 
a practical confiscation of her property, be- 
cause of.the great cost of making the im- 
provements. 

First the trial court decided against the 
defendant. Now the Appellate division of 
the Supreme court has done so. It is unani- 
mously of the opinion that when old sanitary 
legislation is found to be inadequate new 
legislation may be enacted, and the owners 
of old buildings as well as of new onés made 
to obey its provisions. The judges say “ the 
most drastic requirements may as a proper 
exercise of the police power be sanctioned, 
with the limitation merely that they are 
upon their face no more than reasonable in 
view of the evil sought to be overcome.” 

It may seem a hardship to the owner of a 
building who obeyed all the laws in force 
when he erected it to be compelled to lay out 
money on changes because sanitary scieuce 
has made progress, but “the safety of the 
people is the supreme law,” and if his prem- 
ise#, in the light of modern knowledge, are 
insanitary he must remodel them. If not 
worth remodeling he must tear them down. 
There are tenement houses in Chicago 
whose owners have not obeyed the sanitary 
laws because their buildings were not worth 
it, and yet have continued to exact high 
rents from the occupants of filthy and dis- 
ease breeding structures. 

There are a great many buildings in Chi- 
cago which comply neither with the older nor 
the newer sanitary ordinances. The mu- 
nicipality has authority to compel the own- 
ers to make their premises safe for buman 
habitation—to make them install the latest 
and best appliances and throw out the old 
ones, even if they were satisfactory when 
put in. This is what will be done when 
official inertia—the habit of leaving the en- 
forcement of ordinances to those affected by 
them—~shall have been overcome. 


COTTON RAISING BY WHITE MEN. 

In the first decade after the civil war the 
south produced yearly 2,500,000 five hun- 
dred pound bales of cotton at 24 cents a 
pound, which yielded $300,000,000. In the 
second decade there was a yearly production 
of 5,000,000 bales at 12 cents, which yielded, 
also, $300,000,000. In the third decade 
there were each year 10,000,000 bales at 6 
cents, which yielded, also, $300,000,000. 
Such a showing for thirty years must have 
discouraged the southern planters. Not 
unnaturally they thought it did them no 
good to work hard—that as fast as they 
raised more cotton the price of it fell and 
they were left with nothing but their labor 
for their pains. 

But the fourth decade after the civil war 
the tide has turned. The average yearly 
yield becomes 10,000,000 bales at 12 cents a 
pound, or a total of $600,000,000. What 
is the cause of the higher price and: in- 
creased production, happening simultane- 
ously? One cause is the growth of manu- 
factures in the south. The diversification 
of the industry is filling up the south with 
an urban population, which demands cot- 
ton for clothing. Furthermore, the factory 
hands are white. This reéstablishes in re- 
spect white manual labor, which shvery 
had brought into disrespect. White men 
set about doing work of all sorts. They 
make money and buy more clothes, sheets, 
curtains, towels, table- 
cloths, blankets, socks. It is evident that 


notes an immediate increase in the con- 
sumption of cotton. 

This increase of home demand is the main 
reason for the high price of cotton. The 
American wife says: “If the price of the 
raw material of towels is only 10 cents a 
pound [’ll take two dozen instead of one.” 
The foreigner says in reply, ““ We need the 
towels over here, and we'll pay 14 cents a 
pound for the goods out of which to make 
them.” The cotton boll weevil which 
threatens to cut the cotton crops in half is 
another reason for the high prices of this 
year. 

One of the best known cotton experts in 
the south, D. A. Tompkins, writes for the 
Atlanta Constitution that what cotton 
needs to continue such a good investment } 
for the south is more white immigration 
to help the south. It is a fact, of course, 
that the south is enjoying a great boom now, 
and that immigrants to that region readily 
make money, if they will work. But Mr. 
Tompkins does not mean that cotton shall 
be aided only by the indirect influence of 
the white immigrants. He wants the white 
man to come down from the north and push 
the negro off the farms. He says the white 
man can raise better cotton and more of it | 
per acre than the negro. .A glance at the 
census statistics will bear Mr. Tompkins 
out in his assertion, and also establish the 
fact which will surprise many northerners 
that eotton can be raised by the white man 
—that his health will stand it. There isa 
more or less general idea that in the semi- 
tropical climate of our south only. negroes 
can work. The census shows what a mis- 
take is this idea. | 

Of 24,000,000 acres of cotton land, 14,500,- 
000 acres are worked by white labor. Near- 
ly 7,000,000 of these acres are worked by , 
their white owners. This classification 
may iwelnde plantations in which the 
“ work "’ done by the white man is oversee- 
ing, but it also includes many smali white 
farmers. But 6,500,000 acres are put down 
as being worked by white tenants, either on 
shares or for cash. These men are distin- 
guished from the separate census classifica- 
tion of “ managers,” and do their own man- 
ual labor themselves. | 

Other statistics show that the white man 

s a better yield per acre than the black. 
. Tompkins’ appeal for white immigrants

demand for cotton has greatly increased 
owing to natural causes.

Its -production in those 
countriés can therefore hardly be expected 
to’ make any stdden jumps ahead.’ The 
price of 14 cents a pound may be unnatural, 
but there is no reason why it should not 
hover around 10 cents a pound for years to 
come, and at that price it ean be far more 
profitably raised ‘by the white man than 
wheat in northwestern Canada.

| A SERMON FOR TODAY. 
THE ANGELUS. 
_ BY THE REY. J. F, BERG, 


IK® the silver tones of an evening 
Angelus sounding.the hour when work 
shall give place to prayer falls this 
restful call on the ears of the world’s 
workers, telling them that the time 
for struggle and toil has passed and the time 
for prayer and peace has come. From the 
minaret of his own experience the divine 
Watcher sees a world engaged in labors from 
whose dreary monotony there is no release. 
“Come tnto me all such,” is the invitation, 
* and I will give you rest.”’ a 

How urgently the world of today, with its 
mad hurry and haste and superficial rest, 
needs to heed this call! It is repeated iz 
scripture in many forms, but the burden 
of its cry is always “Come.” Here is no 
vague invitation, ‘‘come now” is the plain 
meaning and rest is immediately given. No 
one can doubt the sincerity of such an invi- 
tation, we te is a constraining power in its 
tenderness that appeals to the “ weary and 
hehvy laden,” to whom it is extended. 

“Tired and overweighted” is another 
meaning of these words, and while physi- 
cal troubles are not alone or even chiefly 
intended it would be a mistake to suppose 
them .to be excluded. Our difficulties are 
often complex in their origin and we do not 
always know from what source they arise. 
There is a form of soul weariness which 
arises from a deep sense of failure. No mat- 
ter what a man’s religious creed, prévided it 
is a creed and not a mere catalogue of opin- 
ions, he will find it no easy matter to live up 
to it. 

To many this is a discouraging fact and 
the conviction Of failure is one of the hardest 
burdens to carry. But that is not the hard- 
est form of religion which makes us satis- 
fied with ourselves; indeed, a certain self- 
dissatisfaction will alone furnish us with in- 
centive to attempt to better our past. THe 
creed that a man can live up to, and that 
without half trying. is not worth the having. 


It is not the satisfied conviction “I have } 


reached my ideal’’ that gives us peace; but 
the thought ‘‘ I am nearer to it than I was a 
while ago.”” The knowledge that in spite of 
mistakes we are making progress means tran- 
quillity. “I will give you rest’ means “I 
will teach you how to succeed.”’ 

' However unable we may be to diagnose 
our disease, we are always sufficiently aware 
of the symptoms. Why we are tired and 
overweighted we may not always know, but 
we are never in doubt as tothe fact. Perhaps 
‘times have been hard and work is scarce, 
whether due to strikes or cold weather, you 
have struggled hard to support your fam- 
ilies, and have worked as faithfully as you 
know how. Your religious beliefs may be 
many or few; perhaps you have never formu- 
lated them clearly in your own mind; that 
is not, however, the important point in re- 
gard to this invitation. It is this: You are 
discouraged, the call makes no exceptions; 
it. does not read, “Come ye discouraged 
Christians,”” or ‘‘Come ye faithful disci- 
ples "’; it’s a broader call than that; the in- 
vitation includes you. 

Or perhaps health has failed and you have 
become disqualified for work: you cannot 
dig, and you are, of course, ashamed to beg. 
Possibly you have almost reached the point 
when you feel it is better for you to die than 
to. live. You “ have never subscribed to any 
creed,”” you say; well, none the less, the in- 
vitation is for you. Often death visits the 
home. The son is trying to supply the place 
of the father or the daughter of the mother. 
Duties are many and onerous, vexations fre- 
quent and not always trivial; the burden is 
heavy on your young shoulders; it is certain 
the invitation is for you. 

Many hear this Angelus who do not stop 
their work to pray. Perhaps you think you 
have no time. Try it. See if he will not give 
you-rest. After all, it is not so much what 
God gives you as what he is to you that means 
rest to the discouraged heart. In its fullest 
meaning the Angelus is this: “Come unto 
me all ye discouraged ones and I will be your 
rest.”’

HEN the Cook County Democracy has given its 
annual masquerade ball, and when a few hundred 
unwilling policemen, firemen, and smaller and ldrger 
city fry have given up unwilling dollars for tickets 
and the comment is current that such disposition of 
tickets to an entertainment smacks of blackmail and 
perhaps is meat for another graft investigation com- 
mittee—when these things have been made possible 
and have materialized and have passed on to be a 
topic of criticism, a good many hypocrites offending 
along just the same lines are in line to rise up and 
join in the hypocritical chorus, only to go back at 
the first opportunity to their own old methods of 
blackmail and holdup. 

: These chief offenders against the public at large 

are the “charity promoters.” Some of them may be enthusiasts for a 

cause, offending unwittingly; others may be enthusiastic promoters of their 

own one-sided schemes, offending without regard for God or man; but 
offenders they are in any case, adopting tactics that are worse than those 
of some political machine which may find a selfish excuse in levying upon : 
the man who has profited by his machine’s operations. 

The one preferred and most effective means for the “charity promo- 
ter’s ” graft is the numbered ticket, registered in his ‘office before he drops 
it into tae United States mails, directed to his victim. In this numbering 


the person sending out the bit of pasteboard so significantly marked has 
some more or less patent power to discipline or render odious the person 
refusing to purchase, this method of holdup wauld fall of its own weight of 
iniquity. But subtly enough, whatever entertainment, or bazaar, or side- 
show frippery may be represented by these tickets, behind them are the 
names of persons or institutions cleverly brought to the front of the appeal 
and so aligned as to present to the full the appearance of an impending 
wrath or social accounting for the person having the temerity to refuse 

The person receiving such a peremptory demand for a contribution may 
never have heard the name of the charity before, but in some way he will 
have brought to his attention the name of some one who in all probability 
he would not care offhand to offend.

Farm machinery is rapidly taking the place of hand implements. In a 


small area of southwestern Germany the number of American farm imple- 
ments sold each year runs well up into the thonsands, showing how the 
scythe and the sickle are giving way to the mower and the harvester. Mod- 
ern creamery appliances have gone into every cattle raising locality. Wood 
working and iron working machinery are forcing hand work to the rear. 
Hotel elevators—scarcely to be found at all a few years ago—are now used 
in all the better German hotels. It is but a few years since large apart- 
ment houses, with handsome stone fronts, had neither steam heat nor mod- 
ern sanitary plumbing. Now all such houses are supplied with both. The 
German porcelain heating stove bids fair to disappear before the heater and 
the baseburner. 

The suburban dwelling house standing apart with large yard and garden 
is a modern innovation in many parts of Germany. A half dozen years ago 
Mannheim had scarcely a single one. Today it has dozens of them, costing 
from $10,000 to $25,000 each. 

Cash registers are all but universal in stores in this consular district. 
Modern office furniture and office appliances are superseding the older

The desire shown Ly American women to capture the foreign nobility 
is regarded as the climax of our snobbism. Wherever we went in Europe 
they assured us that the girls in our country were not only admired for 
their beauty and charnis, but also for their fortunes. The foreigners excuse 
their men by saying that they have not enough to support their estates and 
are glad to receive added resources from American wheat and stocks. But 
they are not so easy in forgiving the girls who buy their titles for the posi- 
tion it gives them or because they are ashamed of their pedigrees.

Animals Discharge Electric Waves. 

“T can best answer that after describing another experi- 
ment,” said he. “I arranged a room lined throughout with 
sheets of lead—walls, ceiling, and floor. The lead was con- 
nected with the earth by electric conductors passing through 
a galvanometer sufficiently sensitive to measure the amount 
of electricity emitted by any person in the room. | 

“With this apparatus I demonstrated that the body has 
its every muscle and nerve rrically excited whenever exer- 
cised. Every muscle and nerve is an electric conductor. If 
I lift my arm, thus, and keep the muscles tense, they give off 
more electric energy than when kept at rest. , 

“ During exercise of the mind there are similar electric 
discharges into the surrounding atmosphere. By quantita- 
tively measuring the electric waves given off by a person in 
mental activity we can effect some measurement of that ac- 
tivity.

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“HOW A CLERK 


DOUBLE HIS PAY. 


State Street, Shopkeepers Say They 
Are Willing to Raise ! 
Their Wages. 


HP ordinary clerk thinks that his phy- 
sical presence behind the counter and 
his willingness to answer all demands 
of customers constitutes acceptable 
service to his employer. On the con- 
trary, such a clerk is the despair of his em- 
ployer’s life. Such a clerk complies with all 
the rules of the store; he stands in his place 
and performs the miz.mum amount of labor 
fér the minimum salary, often no doubt 
lamenting his fate at having to work long 
hours for little pay. 
Now the truth of the matter is that that 
game clerk could become really valuable to 


_ his employer and materially better his con- 


dition in a few months if, instead of giving 
mechanical service he would embrace his 
work with all the interest and enthusiasm at 
his command. 

Perhaps many clerks have no idea of this 
attitude of their employers towards them; 
but it is a fact that the management of the 


first class stores in :~.ate street is always |. 


willing to pay a special price for especially 
competent people, and although they are 
constantly on the lookout for them, the sup- 
ply is never equal to the demand. 


Can’t Get Competent Salespeople. 

‘Bivery first class store in State street makes 
the same complaint. “We cannot get as 
many really competent salespeople as we 
need. Of the ordinary king there is plenty, 
but of salespeople who show a deep and con- 
gtant interest in their work there are not 
enough to go — We simply cannot get 

many as wé need.” | 
“Tt is this soakatty of competent help that 
makes it possible for an ordinary clerk who 
is willing to take especial pains to please 
customers materially to increase his salary. 
The manager of one store made this state- 
ment: “ There are 100clerks in this store 
who could get a raise within a year if they 
would fake more interest in their work. 
They would attract attention immediately; 
they would be closely watched, and if they 
gucceeded in building up a line of customers 
they could demand and they would get a sub- 
stantial raise. Many of them could double 
their salaries.”’ 
Pays to Attract Customers. 

Without considering at a: the complaints 
ef incivility that are constantly coming 
to the management of even the best stores, 
any observant person can see how few clerks 
appear to bend all their energies to attracting 
customers. And this is what intelligent in- 
terest results in—attracting customers, not 
by officious questions, not by urging people to 
buy, but by an interested and winning man- 
ner, and by a willingness to take any amount 
of trouble to please customers, whether or 
not they make a purchase. Theclerk should 
appear not as if he were conferring a favor | 


. but as if he were the recipient of favor. 


A man important in the management of 
one of the big stores tells the following story 
illustrative of the effect of an attractive 
manner. He happened to be standing in the 
suit department one stormy day late in De- 
cember. The clerks sat, or stood about the | 
almost deserted salesroom, some seeming in- 
Mifferent, some despondent, many of them 
had not made a sale that day. The manager 
became interested in noticing the actions of 
the few customers who came in, and he re- 
mained on the floor over an hour observing 
them. Five or six, and that was nearly the 
whole number, approached the model and 
asked her to wait on them. The model, of 
course, invariably directed them to various 
galeswomen. The observer soon became con- 
vinced that the reason the great majority 
of customers approached the modelin prefer- 
ence to any other woman was because she 
had the most engaging manner, the most 
aimiable expression. She was no handsomer 
and no beter dressed than her associates, 
but she looked cheerful, obliging, winning. 


This personal effect, the air of being ready } 


to perform any service, answer any question 
with cheerfulness and interested attention, | 
is an important element m the usefulness 
of any salesman. 


Worth the Increased Pay. 

The reason why the dry goods merchant 
prefers competent, high salaried clerks is 
because they are really cheaper than the 
ordinary $7 a week clerks. .The salesman 


* whose habitual expression is one of haughty 


or languid indifference drives customers - 
away from-the house where he is emplhoyed; 
his salary may be the minimum paid to sales- 
people in his department, yet will he be a dear 
afticle, a, source of loss, to his employer. 
The competent clerk sometimes selle three 
times the quantity of goods the cheap man or 
woman can sell. He is so engaging in man- 
ner, so pleased to show goods, that it is 
pleasure to buy, and there are thousands of 
women who can be easily induced to spend 
their money for no other reason than that the 
spending of it is made eepecially pleasant. 

For instance, a woman asks for a shirt 
waist pattern of a certain material, color, 
and design. The clerk, who is quick to pee- 
ceive the trend of individual taste and who is 
not afraid of taking trouble may show that 
woman so many attractive patterns that she 
will buy three or four waist patterns when 
ehe had intended to buy only one. 

The following is a true story of how a 
clever saleswoman made a sale to a woman 
who was nly looking: It was on a dull, 
rainy afternoon that this young woman was 
standing, idly behind a counter in the under- 
wear department with her fellow clerks 
when she saw a shopper walking slowly down 
he aisle absently looking at the goods on 
the counter. The clerk whispered to her 
companions, “Watch me!” and then ad- 
vanced smiling toward her prospective cus- 
tomer. To the clerk’s polite inquiry the shop- 
per said she had no intention of buying: she 
was ‘* only looking.”’ But there was a certain 
eharm and directness about the clerk that 
made her manner of saying, It isa pleasure 


show my goods,” seem a personal tribute 


and in five minutes she had succeeded in in- 
teresting the woman. Box after box of un- 
derwear was opened for her casual inspec- 
tion. The clerk was never officious, never 
urged anything; she simply talked the merits 


‘of her goods and seemed delighted at the 


opportunity of doing it. The shopper finally 
bought $11.90 worth of underwear. By this 
clever stroke of business the clerk had gained 
@ customer who would come back to her an- 
other season; the customer went away with 
a@ pleasant impression of that store although | 
she had epent $11.90 that ehe had not intended 
to. 
Increase Sales All Over House. 


This is why it is cheaper for the merchant 
to employ the clerks that command the 


_ highest salaries. They not only attract cus- 


tomers to their particular departments, but 
they increase the sales all over the house. 
Suppose a woman with a long shopping list 
in mind enters Smith & Co.’s because she 
wishes to buy a bit of lace from her favorite 
clerk at Smith & Co."s lace counter. The 
chances are pretty strong that Smith & Co. 
will have the first opportunity of pleasing 
her in every item on her list. It is at least 
an immense initial advantage to the mer- 
chant to have attracted her within his doors. 

If the average clerk knew how quickly 
@ competent salesman gets a reputation, not 
only in his own store but in all the best 
State street stores, he might wake up and 
try to make himself indispensable to his 
employer. A really competent clerk is so 
uncommon and so valuable that as soon 
as he is “ discovered,” he is closely watched, 
both by his own employer and by others in 
the same line of business. No employer 
will let a specially. competent clerk leave his 
employ if he can keep him by raising his 
salary. Here is a true story illustrating 
the attitude of employers toward specially 
valuable salespeople. (It wili not do to men- 
tion names because all the stores officially 
deny that they try to take each other’s best 
clerks.) A young woman in the hosiery de- 
partment of Smith & Co. was known to have 
built up a big trade; dozens of customers 
asked for her almost daily; she sold more 
goods than any two people in her depart- 
ment. One morning her fellow clerks missed 
her from her place. At noon they learned 
that she was employed at Blank’s at an 
edvanced salary. That afternoon Smith & 
Co.’a representative interviewed her: the 
next day she returned to her old place at 
a@ higher salary then Bilank’s offered ter.

g OT all other influences put together 
can equal in profound effect upon the 

N welfare of the household «that exer- 
cised by food and the attitude of mind 
regarding it. The well nourished child 

is a happy, strong animal, making brain and 
mugcle and nerve for future usé. The well 
nourished adult is a hearty, efficient member 
of society, contributing hie share to the com- 
mon stock of public good as well as enjoying 
his own work and pleasure. There is little 


to keep himself warm, if he becomes fright- 
ened or takes drugs, his faithful army is 
paralyzed and the enemy finds easy entrance, 
The condition of thie army, like any other, 
depends on its commissariat. If the food sup- 
ply is just right the soldiers are vigorous; if 
it is wrong in any particular they are weak- 
ened. Nothing can take the place of food in 
the human economy. Therefore the poor 
man is justified in'spending two-thirde of his 
income, if need be, for food. 


But overnutrition is as dangerous as under 
nutrition. It is the belief of most students 
of economics and sociology that it is the aver-

It was, in short, the exact wording of T.uke vi., 42, and

No doubt was possible cdliiad tere these were. They are 
akin to a still more striking lessor, ‘‘ Let him that is without 
sin cast the first stone.”” The end of the fourth line and the 
beginning of the fifth gives us the authority. It is hard to 
make out the letters, but the words are “ legei Is——,"" these 
two letters being a common contraction for Iesous. ‘ Jesus 
says,’’ or, as the discoverers prefer it, *‘ Jesus saith.” And 
this introduces the second Logion, or Saying of Jesus. Lit- 
erally it reads thus: 

“Says Jesus: 
wise find the Kingdom of God; and except ye keep the Sab 
bath ye shall not see the Father,’ ”’ 

‘Here was added zest, for these words are a New Saying— 
not found in any gospel. To this followed a third Logion, 
also new: 

“Jesus saith: “J stood ‘in midst of the world and in 
the flesh was I seen of them, and I found all men drunken, 
and none found I athirst among them, and my soul grieveth 
over the sons of men because they are blind in their heart 
and see not, poor and know not their poverty.’ "’ 

This also is not canonical, and presents a certain difficulty 
as to whether it was uftered before the death or after the 
resurrection of Christ. Dr. Lock, Ireland professor of ex; 
egesis at Oxford, suggests they are words that might have

Difficulties of - Interpreting. 

Then succeeds a Logion herd to decipher because of the 
mutilated condition of the fragment and not easy to inter- 
pret. It seems to read: 

‘Jesus says: ‘Wherever there are . ,. . and there is 
one .. . alone, I am with him. Raise the stone, and there 
shalt thou find me, cleave the wood and there am I,’” 

Dr. Lock accepts Prof. Blass’ restoration: 

‘‘ Wherever there are two they are not without God’s 
presence, anid if anywhere one is alone I say I am with him.’’ 

“Raise the stone"’ and “‘cleayé the wood” are expres- 
sions that Rave greatly exercised critics, some thinking that 
they referred to the ritual of sacrifice; but the view which 
has been @Miost widely accepted is that the words affirm 
Christ's paler presence. The remaining Logia present no 
difficulties; they resemble someé of the recorded sayings, _ 
yet with differences: 

‘* Jesus gays:_“A prophet is not acceptable in his own 
country, neither doth a physician work cures upon them that 
know him.” ; 

“ Jesus @ays: ‘A city built on the top of a high hill and 
established can neither fall nor be hid.’ 

* Jesus Bays: ‘ Thou hearest with one ear, but the es 
hast thou Glosed.,’ 

The last is a remarkable restoration of letters hennet 
wholly illegible in the papyrus. 

Last wiftter Drs. Grenfell and Hunt afresh explored Ox- 
yrhynchusg @nd were again rewarded by remarkable discov- 
eriles. The mounds they examined were found to be “ strewn 


ia 


with débris of libraries of classical and theological writings.” 
Time:has not yet been given for their decipherment, but, 
writes Sir John. Evans, president of the exploration fund, 
* Six sayings are preserved, unfortunately in an imperfect 
condition. But the new Logia papyrus -supplies more evi- 
dence concerning its origin*than was the case with fits prede- 
cessor, for it contains an introductory paragraph stating that 
what follows consisted of ‘the words which Jésus, the Living 
Lord, spake to two of his disciples,’ and, moreover, one of 
the uncanonical sayings is already extant in part, the conclu- 
sion of it, ‘He that wonders shall reign, and he that reigns 
_ Shall rest,’ being quoted by Clement of Alexandria from the 
gospel according to the Hebrews. It is, indeed, possible that 
this gospel was the source from which all this second series 
of Logia was derived, or they or some of them may perhaps 
have been taken from the gospel according to the Egyptians, 
to which Prof. Harnack and others have referred the Logia 
found in 1897. But the discoverers are disposed to regard 
both series as collections of sayings currently ascribed to our 
Lord rather than as extracts from any one uncanonical gos- 
pel. 


Not All in the Gospels. 

One of the most striking of these recently found Logia 
is the following: 

“‘ Jesus says: ‘Let not him that seeketh cease from his 
search until he find, and when he finds he shall wonder; won- 
dering, he shall reach the Kingdom, and when he reaches the 
Kingdom he shall have rest.’ ” 

The discoverers hold that this fragment, and the one 
found in 1897, “‘ are parts of different manuscripts of the same — 
collection of Sayings.’’ Lét it be observed that there is noth- 


ing wonderful that Logia of Christ are found, even 1,800 years | 
later, that are not in the gospels. Luke tells us that when he 
wrote many accounts existed of Christ's words and doings; 
and Paul recalled to the Ephesian elders one of the grandest 
Sayings of the Master when he asked them, “To remember * 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, ‘ It is more blessed 
to give than to receive '—words of an oral gospel not to be 


found elaewhere."’ 
Date of the Papyrus. 


When were these sayings written? Dr. Grenfell and Dr, 
Hunt put the latest possible date at 140 A. D.; the earliest 
might be before the close of the first century. These dates 
are highly significant. “For a generation after Christ no 
important attempt was made to commit to writing any record 
of his life and sayings.” The first written portions of the 
New Testament, the Epistles of Paul, fall between 53 and 6 
A. D. When the four gospels were written is uncertain. The 
first three probably between 60 and 70 A. D., and the fourth 
towards the end of the century. Justin Martyr, who perished 
under Marous Aurelius 165 A, D., wrote of “‘ Memoirs of the 
Apostles, which are called Gospels.” Neither he nor Igna- 
tius, whose life was contemporary with the later yeats of the 
Apostie John, ever quoted the gospels by name. 

Papias, who is supposed to have suffered martyrdom im 
163 A. D., writes that “‘ Matthew wrote the Logia in the He-~ 
brew dialect, and each man interpreted them as best he 
could,” 

In brief, the fact is, as a recent writer has said, that , 
“Almost nothing is known of the period. between the apostles , 
and the great teachers at the énd of the second century.” Te” 
that period these Logia belong. Dr. Sanday, Margaret pro- 
fessor of divinity, Oxford, says: “ The date I should be Ine 
clined to put is about 120 A. D., not earlier, or not much 
earlier, to give time for the development of thought, as we 
see it by comparison with the canonical gospels." No origi- 
nals of those gospels are extant, and, strange to. say, even in 
the controversies of the second cetitury no appeal was made 
to apostolic originals. Yet at the end of that century the four 
gospels, the Acts, thirteen epistles of Paul, First Epistles of 
Peter and John, and the Book of the Revelation were ree 
ceived as canonical in the most widely separated churches, 
The oldest texts of the New Testament extant are the Codes 
Sinaiticus and the Codex Vaticanus, neither of them eariier 


than the fourth century.” 


Who wrote these Logia found at Oxyrhynchus we shall 
probably never know. Dr. Sanday concludes from internal 
evidence that the author was a Jew who had heartily em- 
braced Christianity, that the place of origin may have béeem 
Syria or Palestine, and that the great interest of the Logia is 
that “they introduce us to a sidegrowth. of er Chris- 
tianity which has been | 


Dr. B. P. Grenfell and Dr. Hunt have resumed their ex- 
cavations at .Oxyrbynchus and hope to make many more 
valuable discoveries. 

In a recent interview it was suggested to Dr. Grenfell that 
in view of the discoveries of decuments recording. tew saye 
ings of Jesus, there was a possibility of the explorers finding « 
bust or portrait of our Savior. Dr. Grenfell stated, however, 


that there is little chance of any such important find, as all the 


remnants of early Christianity so far unearthed In the Gis- 
trict do not go back beyond A. D. 200, and that probanly 
Christianity was not introduced into upper Egypt until the 
end of the second century. 

The ancient town of Oxyrhynchus is about a mile and @ 
quarter long and half a mile broad, and there is still mish 
work to be done. Few remains of dwellings are left, and the 
discoveries are made by excavating amongst huge mounds of | 
débris. This may be accounted for by the fact that the nae 
tives have for some years past used the site as a quarry and 
removed many.tons of stone, possibly at the same time de- 
stroying invaluable evidences of early Christianity. At @ 
time not so far remote there stood a large temple in the center 
of the ancient town, but this has almost entirely disappeared, 
the Arabs taking away the stones year by year for building 
purposes. 

There are now working on the excavations 120 Arab labor 
ers; they work in gangs of four, and are paid, in addition te 
a regular wage, a baksheesh commensurate to the value of 
any discovery they may*“make. This arrangement, Dr. Grene-

No Sunday is too stormy for him to vénture out 
and he has not miwsed a half a dozen sessions in as many 
years unless out of the city. 

There are 800-men in this bible class, although all are not 
regular attendants. On the rolls are’such names as Andrew 
Carnegie, Gen. O. O. Howard, “Mark Twain,”’ John.

spaced by pauses eo slight as to be almost imperceptible, but 
pauses none the less.

repeating the findings of others, findings which are open to 
challenge. There is no trace of the sympathetic in his bear- 
ing. The ring of conviction is lacking in his proclamation 
of the truths he would inculcate. His appeals are clothed 
in an atmosphere of aloofness. As he faces his class week 
after week in his self-appointed task he stands always as 
one apart. | 

But for all his aloofness, he is unquestionably sincere, 
All his characteristics prove this. The gospel of hard work, 
the notion that life is a task, full of duties to be performed 
ungrudgingty, with all one’s mind and strength,” has taken 
a firm hold on him and made him 4a serious, self-controlled 
man of business. 

Sports, amusements, the harmless, if inane, frivolities of 
society, Nive no attraction for Rockefeller. 

He has sown no wild oats. As a lad he was like the 
model boy one reads about in the story books. 

In college he was studious, abstermious, devoted to but 
one kind of sport, and that was football, He went to work 
as soon as he had obtained his degree, He has kept at work 
ever since.

Frankly Criticises Trusts. 
- Young Rockefeller has his own special views on trusts and 
corporations. He is not squeamish. One Sunday last No- 
vember he astonished the bible class by assailing corpora- 
tions which are manipulated to the detriment of the public 
good. He said: 

* Let us not conclude that the entire bibeaatin world has 
gone to the bad because we see and hear so much these 
modern days from the court records of fraudulent manipula- 
tion of corporate wealth. It is quite true that disclosures are 
made almost ly which stagger all honest men. It is qufte 
true the court records are continually showing us that a few 
men have ‘juggled’ with corporate wealth, so as to divert 
its righteous force from benefiting the public. We read in 
the newspapers nearly every day of our lives how some group 
of men have piled up wealth and directed it against the pub- 
lie good. These men succeed for a time,.as the world com- 
monly regards success, but they do not last, and, therefore, 
their success is not real. 

“T have noticed one thing in my careful observation of 
business life. It is this: A contract that Is all one sided, thar 
does not give about equally to the party of the first part and 
the party of the second part, will soon or late be hauled up 
in court. and the court will Invariably decide that the con- 
tract camnot hold good. 

‘Equity is the essential in all business dealings. The 
man who sells pure food at a price that allows himself a 
moderate profit will fall behind the man who sells the adul- 
terated article to greater profit, but he will not stay behind. 
The swindler will go to the wall in the end and the pure food 
man will win." 


Reconciles Religion and Business. 

The young Rockefeller believes that religion and business 
are not inseparable. He preaches this on all occasions. He 
never lets his class members get away from it. Here is a 
sample of his business theology for the layman: 

" Many men of today,” said he, ‘“‘ think that business and 


Christianfty are diametrically opposed to each other. We 


have come here for the purpose of expressing the belief that 
they may go hand in hand and that the most successful busi- 
ness men can be, should be, and are the most eaten ci A 
Christian men. 

“There are three chief requisites for a successful busi- 
ness man. The first is honasty—absolute honesty; the second 
is Industry, and the third is perseverance. 

‘“‘We must not be quitters. A fourth pcint to be consid- 
ered is justice.’’ 

Here is the way John D. Rockefeller Jr. reconciles re- 
ligiom and the trusts: 

“ Large concerns,” sald he, “often shut out smaller men 
who cannot compete. Oftentimes we cannot reconcile this 
fact. It seems to us comtrary to the golden rule. 

“Let us go back and examine the true causes. The big 
businesses increase because they can by advanced methods 
and appliances place their goods on the market cheaper than 
can the smaller concerns.

until it has come to a belief that whatever 
one’s wants they can only and must be sup- 
plied. downtown.”

Thus we see theaters and halls jammed in 
among business blocks with seats from floor 
to ceiling which are better suited to kinder« 
garteners than to adults. 

We see the department storés and whole- 


sale houses using for the transaction of their . 


business the sidewalk and one-half the 
atreet. Conceive the result of a quick fire 
and consequent panic in South Water street. 
We see bay windows, stairways, areas, show- 
cases liberally encroaching on the sidewalks, 
which are at best all too narrow to accom- 
modate the jamming crowds of people. We 
see the street intersections covered with sta- 
tions of the elevated. roads, the streets 
clogged with well nigh inextricable con- 
fusion of cars, teams, and autos. There is 
daily peril in this central district for every 
one who frequents it. Every day innocent 
children; women, aged people, and often 
able bodied men are maimed or killed tn this 
maelstrom.

trophe crushes out a few hundred lives? The peril was known to the authorities, was 
known to the proprietors, was known to many people. There are enacted Jaws which pro- 
hibit, and if enforced would have prevented, much of this condition. There are other laws 
not in the books, mora! laws, the common laws of'humanity and deceney, which if heeded 


would never have permitted this condition. 


Chicago is three great cities, each of which is capable of supporting tn its borders the 
largest and best of stores, theaters, clubs, hotels, office buildings, and to give them space 
at infinitely less cost, and so that all those structures, which inyite anda narbor. vast 
crowds of people, should have means of egress from their four sides to streets, alleys, or 


areas. 


Permit the business district to expand, encourage it to expand, force it do so in so far 


as the enforcement of proper laws can do this, and the danger !s minimized. 

Permit the present congestion to exist and to grow, and no one need be surprised at the 
repetition of the calamity by fire, by panic, by collapse. Chicago covers 191 square miles. 
The loop incloses less than one-fourth of one square mile. Could human ingenuity con- 
ceive, or commercial greed execute a scheme more fraught with danger to life and limb, 
and more detrimental to the property values of the city, and to the grentest good to the 
greatest number. There seems to be no top to prices of loop property. There seems to be 
no bottom to prices of outlying property. Could there be a better argument urged for the 


merits of the Henry George theory? 


No oné has a right to criticise conditions without offering a remedy. Here are some

GAIN IN DBPOSIES, 


BANKS SHOW EXTRAORDINARY 
INCREASE IN THAT ITEM, 


wbint Loans Drep Behind for First 


Time Since August of Last Year — 
Surplus Reserve Is Highest Since 
First Month of Last Year ~ Local 
Clearings Show Decrease for the 
Week-Seme Metropolitan ‘L’ Stock- 
holders Want New Management, 


The Néw York bank statement yesterday 
made an extraordinary showing in the mat- 
ter of increase in deposits. That item in- 
creased $85,565,300 over the previous week. 
With this lift deposits once more become 
larger than loans. Total deposits are now 
about $7,100,000 greater than loans. Not 
since Aug. 1, 1908, have deposits been 
in excess, and then they were only $992,- 
200 greater. From that time until yes- 
terday the. loan account has been the larger. 
On March T, 1808, loans began to be In ex- 
cess of deposits, and sa continued until Aug. 1, 

The surplus reserve at $23,181,750 is the 
highest ‘since Jan. 31, 1903, when it stood at 
$27,880,775. 

It may be interesting to note that although 
during nearly all of last year loans were in 
excess of deposits, this was due to the in- 
crease in surplus and capital, which pro- 
vided additional loanable funds. From Jan. 
17, 1908, to Jan. 16; 1904, deposits increased 
over $40,000,000 and loans over $48,000,000. 
But in the meantime capital and surplus in- 
creased nearly $24,000,000, so that there was 
en increase in leanable funds of nearly 
$16,000,000 greater than loans,. This may be 
shown by the following table: 
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While there was an expansion of $18,408,400 
in loans in yesterday's statement, this large 
increase was overshadowed by the gain in 
deposits.. The Increase in cash was $17,383,- 
600. ‘Altogether, the figures were unusually 
good. They follow:

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craft one must go back to the story of his first years in 
America. When in 1884 Sven Linderoth came to Chicago he 
was a green Swedish youth who knew not one word of Eng- 
lish. He had studied architecture under an excellent master 
in Stockholm, but he found the materials and usages so dif- 
ferent in this country he had a great deal to learn before he 
could compete with American architects. He had never seen 
a flat roof, a sliding door, or a window on cords; he knew 
nothing of galvanized iron as Americans use it In house con- 
struction; lath and plaster as an interior finigh for houses 
was unknown to him. He had used plaster, indeed, but a 
different plaster from ours—a thin and watery substance 
made without hair; and thrown against the layer of dried 
sea weed (which takes the place of lath in Sweden) by a 
quick jerk of the wrist, from a hollow trowel. These differ- 
ences in materiais and their uses were only a few of the diffi- 
culties which the ambitious youth encountered, yet in’ seven 
years he had won fn competitions with some of Chicago's 
foremost architects, and had saved $20,000, a sum of money 
that for a young professional man was a small fortune. _ 
This success was marked enough to satisfy the ambition 
of any young craftsman whose mind was fixed solely on one 
line of progress, but it did not satisfy the man who had be- 
come fascinated by a problem in ceramics, that craft which 
gives play to the artist’s love of beauty, the scientist’s love 
of law, and the gaznbler’s love of chance. For his first at- 
tempt at producing enamel Mr. Linderoth employed as as- 


‘gistant a skilled’ workman from Sweden, whose forefathers 


had for generations been engaged fn the clay business. With

That the fitst kiln of tiles was a failure was not remark- 
able, but the second, third, and fourth kilns were no better. 
These were costly experiments, as each kiln represented a 
loss of from $600 to $800. The Swedish assistant was dis- 
charged and a German who had helped condyet a similar 
undertaking in Germany was employed in his stead, After 
two failures an Englishman who had had sixteen years’ ex- 
perience in the tile factory in Staffordshire was employed. 
When the next kiln turned out a complete failure Mr. Lin- 
deroth was forced to pause. | ae ae

Risked Allin Last Effort. 

Ry this time $16,000 had been expended with no other re- 
turns than experience. The only chance of using this costly 
experierice and saving the money already sunk in the enter- 
prisé was to use the equity on his home. It was only $4,500, 
but Mr. Linderoth decided to risk it in one last effort to get 
results. 

Resolved now to rely only on himself, he painstakingly 
examined his problem from the beginning. He satisfied him- 
self that his processes were the right ones and that they had 
heen accurately carried out; the fault, then, must be in his 
materials. When he at last succeeded in getting a quantity 
ef the clay used in the Swedish enamel works he thought 
he had cleared tle last difficulty, for by analyzing this clay 
he easily manipulated a native clay to the same composition, 
This he treated in the same manner that the Swedish clay 
workers do, yet he did not get results similar to theirs.

Fiery Winds Bring Stinging Sands.

was one cause of his previous failures. The metallic oxides 
used ih the enamel were found to contain ochers of minerals 
which Would not stand the high degree of heat required.

When the tiles were stacked in the kiln ready for firing 
Linderoth locked himself in the kilnroom, resolved to admit 
no ome till the fires were out. He had provided himself with 
a great quantity of wood, as this is the material_used for 
burning in Sweden. He started the fires Friday morning at 
7 o’clock and remained on his legs feeding the four openings 
of the furnace with wood for fifty-one hours. During that 
time he had not a moment's rest or respite from the terrific 
heat of the kilnroom. Mea} time came and passed without 
his knowledge. The first evening his brother came to the 
locked door with food and begged to be admitted; but all he 
saw of the potter was a sooty, singed, and blistered hand 
thrust through the crack of the door for the package of food. 


‘Night was as day in the kilnroom; without an instant’s pause 


the potter fed the roaring* furnace. All day Saturday and 
Saturday night he worked on, streaked with sweat and soot, 
his arms singed and blistered, his beard and eyebrows smok- 
ing and crisping in the glare of the furnace.

Fancied He Was Fighting Demons. 


Toward the end of that last night he became almost fren- 
zied; at times he fancied he was fighting demons who had 
willed his defeat. On that last night he was possessed to 
peer through the spy hole into the white glare where lay the 
precious tiles. All within was a dazzling shimmer of dead 
white; absolutely nothing could be seen but this pulsing 
whiteness. At last this dead white glare became a greenish 
white that somehow held a sinister Suggestion of evil. This 
sickly greenish tinge, which indicated that the highest degree 
of heat had been obtained, brought a mysterious dread to 
the heart of the potter. Nothing now could change or alter 
the result; utter failure or dazzling success might lie before 
him. 

Sunday morning at 10 o'clock Linderoth ceased firing. He 


daubed all openings in the kiln with clay and unlocked the — 


door of the kilnroom. A robust man of fine physique, he was 
trembling with exhaustion. Streaked and smudged with 
grime, his face and arms raw with burns, his eyes inflamed, 
he tottered home, strengthening his knees with his hands at 
every step. His physician teld him that he should not leave 
his bed for a week if he hoped*to escape permanent injury 
from the strain he had undergone. By Tuesday noon, how- 
ever, he could no longer restrain his impatience: he went to 


the factory and threw open the door of the kilnroom. . 


Penniless but Triumphant. 


Trembling with excitement, Linderoth broke through the 


‘Clay daubings to the opening of the kiln. From one of the 


seggers he drew forth a small tile. He could hardly believe 
his eyes; the enamel was perfect, pure whité, and without 
a crack or flaw. Piece after piece showed the same perfect 
surface, the secret of which had so fascinated the Frefich 
potter, Palissy, three centuries before. The joy of Linderoth 
knew no bounds. He was penniless, but he had triumphed. 
But time soon showed him that his greatest trials were 
before him. In spite of abundant proof of his succéss, he was 


unable to obtain capital with which to continue making his 


enameled tiles. Forced to make an assignment, he lost fac- 
tory, kilns—everything. Tasting the bitterness of beginning 
once more at the foot of the ladder, he was sustained by the 
knowledge of his real success. He immediately put up a 
14x18 foot shanty and began to experiment with fliter. tubes, 
because for these he could get along with a small and in- 
expensive kiln. Now Mr. Linderoth is furnishing filter tubes 
to all the big companies that use a manufactured tube in 
their filters. Little by little he is forging ahead, his eye fixed 
on the future—the time when he can begin the production of 
his beautiful enameled tiles. 

This man, whose life finds a parallel on the modern stage 
in the character of Cyrus Blenkharn and in Palissy, the

valiant French potter of three centuries ago, has no idea 
that he is in the least remarkable. From his point of view 
he is merely a plaim citizen, working hard to provide for his
